Set Deadline 

It recommended that the rail- 
roads be given until September 1, 
1949, to prepare for inaugura- 
tion of the shorter work week. 

Meanwhile, it said, an immed- 
iate seven cents hourly wage in- 
crease should be granted retro- 
active to October 1. | 

The board said the seven-cent 
increase would be “considerably 
lower” than the general pattern 
of third round wage increases in 
1948. 

The five operating railroad un- 
ions, composed of approximately 
350,000 workers who actually run 
the trains, settled for a 10-cent 
hourly increase several months

To Tighten 
Spy Laws 


WASHINGTON, (P) 
ney General Clark said today 
the administration will ask for 
tightening of the nation’s espion- 
age laws as soon as the new 
Congress meets next month. 

Clark made the statement af- 
ter attending a meeting of 
President Truman’s cabinet at 
the White House.

Truman told his news con- 
ference yesterday, in reply to a 
question, that he had asked 


Clark to look into the possibility 
of tightening up the espionage 
laws. He said the justice de- 
partment had been studying the 
matter for some time, but that 
it was a difficult matter to 
handle and still stay within the 
constitution’s bill of rights. 

Today, Clark was asked what 
was being done by his depart- 
ment along the lines Mr. Truman 
mentioned. He replied: 

“We'll have some recommenda- 
tions right at the beginning of 
the session—amendments to the 
present statues on espionage.” 

He refused to go into detail. 

As Clark made this statement, 
congressional spy hunters told 
reporters the man accused of get-
